No one io poBBoasion of the two 
BBDBOS of Bighl and smell can pasa throagh 
the Btreotfl of this city without becomiDg 
painlully awnro of the faot that Victoria 
is Id a condition highly favorable to 
epidomlo diseaso. It is impoasiblo to go 
far without having bolh of thoao eenBes 
disagreeably affeoted by tho presence 
of fetid matter wholly InconsiBlent with 
the public health. Wator^courBOB (with- 
out water)which ooght to be the medium 
for coa»«yin(S BOoh matter beyond tho 
reach of both eight and smoll only servo 
as reoeptacys iD which it may fry under 
the rays of the •ummet bud, sending oat 
its poleonouB vapors to contaminato tho 
air and produce disease and death. Is 
■Ik Burprisingi under these oircnmstancoa 
-thai out six medical men are kept busy ? 
•Why Ib this thus ?» Victoria is ono of 
he mOBt delightfully situated cities on 
thiB continent. It ought to bO ono of 
the most healthy. It would be manifoBt- 
ly unfair to throw the whole blame ol 
this condition of things upon the oivio 
ftdminialratloD. Natoro haa^ indeed, 
done much for Yiotorio; but it haB not 
made sewera and brought water into 
them. Nature does not usually do 
that sort of thing. Without a proper 
•yatem of eewerago and an adequate 
supply of good water, it is perlooily 
useless to expect oithbr oloanlinesa or 
health. And thoae desiderata involve 
a comparatively largo expenditure of 
money— money not yet available to the 
ttdminiBtratiODo The preliminary steps 
are now being taken for theintroduoliou 
of a water supply, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that the work of providing the 
city with a system of Bowerage will bo 
undertaken before long. But these are 
in the future. What shall bo done for tho 
preBOQl 7 Bad water^ forty buckets for 
A dollar, and a short luppiy at that ! 
What oan be expected but filth and 
disease r The city anlhorlties shoald 
adopt the most stringent means for 
cleansing and diiintecVing water»coursoa 
andoosspoolB. Better spend money in 
this way than in paying doctors and 
undertakers. Let the most stringcst 
regulations be eaforeed id respect of 
preventing unhealll>y deposits, and lot 
a laMoient force of soavengers be kept 
np during the hot weather. 

Tbe New Scbool System. 

■ il WSB not without mxittj that tbe iriende 
of free (daeatioa witoeised the ioaagarat'on 
of lbs new ichool syitem. Per a while it 
eertainly did appear t» be in groat peril. 
But everjIhlDg lookg hopeful now. Tbe 
QoTernmett appears to have been lortuoate 
in the ohoioB of a Snperintindent, oa well as 
in the lormation of the Board of Edncation. 
The Beard has held eight meetinga— three 
duriDg tbe past week, and Boarcaly ever has 

■ member been abeeDi. At theae meetiDts 
a great deal of buBlneis has been done and, 
BB wo are disposed to helievo, well and effi- 
sientlydone. To the gentlemen occupying 
honorary eeata at tbe Board this iieapeciBlly 
oreJiiable. The pnblic at large will be 
greatly indebted to thoae genilemen wbc 
hare been wllliog to devote so much time 
end labor gratnitonaly to the oaosa of educa- 
tion in thi« Province, for tbe couctry will 
understand how largely the syeiem will owo 
iti BDOceiB to Ihem. The task of orgonlzing 
and Belting in motion a new school syfttm 

- wai Doeasy ODe,aDd tbere in doubtlcis much 
yet reiaaiDiog lo he done in order to make 
itaaompleta aacoeas. Elaewbere will be 
foood ah intereBtlne report of what was done 
»t the meeiiug of ibe Board hold yraterday. 
The series ol resolatioDS odp, two, and ihreo, 
we regard aa eepecially impoitaol, involving 
e principle which we predict will result in 
very great good, and we take ocoasion t) 
oomplimeni tbe Board upon its adoption. 
Oot argomeot frequently urged ogalnai tnek- 
in'g B9hoolB wholly a charge upon tho poblio 
exchequer and paying toaohers fixed s ilaries 
direct from ihe Government was thiU it lesE- 
ened the incoDlive to diligence in thu die- 
cbarge of duty and ofpecially in promoiinf,' 
the ottendance ol chilJren. Thia objooiion 
has bean admirably met by the new princi- 
ple intreduoed. Aod, la timea paat, what 
haa there beon to eDConrage teachers to ex- 
cel in their noble profeBaiOB? Thoy waro, 
for ibo most part, lelt to eke out a miiaiable 
sxiiteDce under circumsiancea which might 
well have led tl em to fixolaim, "1 caro for 
nobody, and nobody cares for me," Now, 
however, all tbia will he changed. The 
teaohers will now be under tbe_ direct sotvoil- 
lanoB of tbo Superintandsut with reward in 
ono hand and punishment io theother. Wo 
feel assured that all that is now needed in 
order 10 the oitiioment of tbe moat sitis- 
faotory reaoHs, ia good taaobers and tbe 
boarly co-operation of the BeTs;al local 
Bosida. „

The next night 
tbo cono did not lalQU our oagor antici- 
pations. Two of tho three craiort) fail- 
ed to taio part in tho Bpcclacle, but 
tbe third belcbod and ilaahed and oniok- 
ed with triple energy. On tbe third 
night the Sre had farther diminished in 
brillioucoj but Ihodo who wero uol ab- 
torbod Could discern indications of an 
incrwatfo of volcanic energy, All through 
thia ill-fated night promouitions ol oa» 
taatroplicfoliowed hard uiioueach other. 
What did happen was an incident un- 
prooodentod in tho treacherous history 
of Yosavius. Ab Ibe day was dawning a fear- 
ful horror ooourred on the side of iho tnouo- 
fcain aexfc the oily. Of luta years aooeca 
to Vesuvius has beet; greatly laeilititsd by a 
short railway which skirlf tb'j Bay aod coo- 
uealB Noiiles wit'a Cufitelaaiare, a town at 
the opposite corner, Reaina, a Uvoriio poii t 
for making the aecoat from, enjoys tbe 
most exalting diitinctiuo ot lying in ih? 
line ef ^be great outreot of lava. Thousands 
of visitors have ascended the bill nijiliily 
from Uesina, driving up as fir as tbu obB;r- 
v.fcjry and then walKin? to llio bod of last 
year's lava. On Friday morning many nuch 
exoais'on parties wero oKsi'rnbled diraollj 
undtr iho cone. Thoy bad bejun t) dispurte 
at the firtt indication of eunrise, but hnn- 
dreds still lingered. Without a eiogia niove- 
mant to warn them, the earth opened nodor 
foot, and the dead lava, which laoy had been 
treadinjz 00 as n cutiociiy, turned Dfiain to 
mo!t;n lire. Tbcsa who were nrt engolfed 
in the chasm as it bncst lorth, tttsniptod to 
Qee for their lives. Happily the ll)ct and 
Bare of toot were many. They roacbod 
safety; but wo to whoever fall by Ihe way. 
The earib tbey fell on was olready at fnr- 
nsco heat, end Ire^h waves of lavu overtook 
them ore tbey cculd lire again. A few wore 
miraculously dolivsrod by nohlo eQarts on 
the part of strong-nerved men. I have been 
told by friend who wra at tbe very edge of 
tbe ohasm when it burst xipeo, tiiai Ibo effect 
on tbe imaginatiun was as tboagb a whole 
monntain bad began t) move from its bass. A 
carriage, which happened to be inaids this 
circle, was burnt up in an inetunt, us if it bad 
boon spirited away. Shortly before tbe erup- 
tion a lady was seen in ir. bat of ber aothlng 
whatever has been heard since. Througb- 
out Friday conat^rnalion reigned io Naplfs. 
The booming of tbe nndergrocnd nrtiilery 
sounded as olc83 beoesfi our loet, The flaw 
of lava had greatly increessd, and two enor- 
mouB slreams were rolling toward ihe sea 
OS if tbey woald sweep awny hall a dozio 
vilUijes in their coarse. W^indows rattled 
end tbo strongest bouseB Itembied lo their 
foundations. Tbe amuko riaiug from tho 
cratais wasmingledwit'i voluinesof solphar- 
ons vapor and blackened by the eshes ii car- 
ritd in ils larious ss^eot. There was (ai 
mote danger in ecoiim than in leva, scalter- 
iog themselves wherever t'le prevailing winds 
carried them, which was happily not ia tbe 
direction oi N.iplcB. Tfaey became Sre- 
brands for Ibe doitructioc of bouses, vioe- 
yaids, forest?, and every form ol cntnbustible 
properly, Oa Friday night Naples was a 
(lograe lower in Iho dinoent toward ftbj-et 
terror. The Bourpe had bten cljsed cll ilay. 
No one atteinpted t^ ibiak ol aojtblng but 
the awful noise under foot and Ihe conflagra- 
tion which was spreading among the vil- 
lugas lying at tho mercy of lb'- volcano, 
Poor San Sebastino wa9 cctirly reduced to 
a8be°, aod its 1.200 inbobitauts bad lo seek 
refage neac^r tbe cuasi, whitber ttia lava aod 
asbes wire fast fullotvinii; ihem.
